WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

! The method of treating a patient affected with a 
glycolipid storage disease comprising administering to said 
patient both a N-alkyl derivative of deoxyno j irimycin having ft com 
about two to about twenty carbon atoms in the alkyl chain and) a 
glucocerebrosidase enzyme in an amount effective for alleviating 
or inhibiting said glycolipid storage disease. 

2 The method of Claim S(L which the N-alkyl derivative 
of deoxyno j irimycin contains four to six carbon atoms in the 
alkyl chain. 

3. The method of Claim / Ln which the N-alkyl derivative 
of deoxyno j irimycin is N-butyl-DNj 

4 The method of Claim if in which the N-alkyl derivative 
of deoxyno j irimycin is N-nonyl-DNJ or N-decyl-DNJ. 

5. The method of Claim 4 f which the N-alkyl derivative 
of deoxyno j irimycin is N-nony l-BNJ . 

6 . The method of Claim 1/4 which the glycolipid storage 
disease is Gaucher' s disease. / 

7 . The method of Claim { in which the glycolipid storage 
disease in Gaucher' s disease. 

8 . The method of Claim 5 / which the glycolipid storage 
disease is Gaucher 's disease. 
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
